Politics On The Move

The Lure Of 


Politics 


,. There has hardly been an end lately 


to political happenings or things t h n t 
cause political speculation. Latest develop- 
ment is the move in residence for former 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon from 
California to New York to take up prac- 
tice with an cast coast law firm. Immedi- 
ately, the question was raised as to the 
political significance of the act. 


Following his defeat last year in Cali- 


fornia by Gov. Pat Brown, Nixon said he

All the av- 
erage politician needs 


to get him back in the war is a reasonable 
expectation of victory and this is quite 
easy to come by. It is doubtful that they 
ever lose the yen for public office. But it 
is not quite clear just how the move to 
New York would help Nixon. 


One thing wliich makes politics very 


uncertain in the West Is the presence of 
strong right wing elements of the Repub- 
lican party. Actually, (his right w i n g 
should be a parly of its own as it doesn't 
represent the GOP in true fashion but It 
needs an area of operation and it is closer 
to the GOP than to the Democrats. 


That (he right wing is a worrisome 


thing in the West was attested lo by Sen. 
Thomas II. Kuchel of California when he 
took (he floor of the Senalc to denounce 
"self-styled patriotic groups" who he said 
are terrifying thousands of Americans with 
"unadulterated venom," hoaxes nnd lies. 
Coming as it did from a leading Repub- 
lican, the warning was all the more sig- 
nificant.

The American people are at times in- 


clined to be gullible and at other times 
are inclined toward 
apathy. When one 


group goes one way and another the other 
way, the combination can be most danger- 
ous. When large numbers of people swal- 
low a long laic of falsehoods and large 
numbers of people pay no attention to the 
matter, anything could happen. And this 
is what is happening in regard to Ihe 
right wing movement in this c o u n t r y . 
Those who believe in it, even al ils ex- 
treme, are militantly pursuing their course 
of hale, slander and fear. They pick up 
just enough fact or truth to give credi- 
bility to their position and then proceed 


to twist it to their own advantage. 


They can and do prosper when (he 


rest of the people fall to pay any attention 
to them, fall to act In a constructive and 
Intelligent way lo counteract the deceit 
and propaganda (hat these right w i n g 
groups live on. The first and most Im- 
portant thing for the American people to 
do in (he face of such movements as 
Senator Kuchel spoke of is to be well in- 
formed themselves and to give careful 
thought lo (heir own positions. 
The ulti- 


mate purpose of these movements is not 
clear but their success could end only 
vvilh complete destruction of (he free kind 
of government and society (hat we now 
enjoy. 


What they generally preach is so ri- 


diculous that to believe it, one would have 
to question the loyalty and convictions of 
-hundreds and perhaps thousands of men 
who are now providing leadership for this 
nation. The issue is not a partisan one 
in any way. As Senator Kuchel pointed 
out, 
former President Dwight D. Eisen- 


hower and the late Secretary 
of State 


John Foster Dulles are centers of attack 
for these movements. 


The far right wing would do away 


with practically every part of our foreign • 
relations and defense programs as they 
arc known today. In the place of freedom, 
they would substitute rule by a selected 
few because they believe that they alone 
have the answers to the problems we face 
today. 


those who are inclined to follow (his 


extreme political path might consider that 


if it is correct, then 
all that t h i s nation 
stands for is in error. 
It would be a little 
like hoarding y o u r 


money in the conviction that the govern- 
ment were going bankrupt. If your fears 
are well founded in this case, they auto- 
matically make your intended solution of 
no value whatsoever. 


If Nixon has any desire to leave the 


area of right wing strength, it is encour- 
aging as it would .indicate his lack of 
faith in its possible success - as well as 
the need to fight it. And if Hie former 
vice president still has any political am- 
bitions, this could be most important as 
he may yet prove to be the best voter- 
getter the GOP could advance in 1964.

Not in a long time have Ihe voters 


of Lincoln faced tougher decisions than 
they will face this coming Tuesday, gen- 
eral election day.

In only one race, it seems, is there

The two 
may well be on a par in matters of in- 
tegrity and good intentions for city gov- 
ernment but this is not the essence of the 
choice. 


The question is not what one man 


might lack but which one offers the great- 
er promise of intelligent leadership, firm 
and efficient administration and imagina- 
tive pursuit of answers to municipal prob- 
lems. It is simply to Herrington's credit, 
not the discredit of anyone else, that he 
offers such promise. 


A fair and honest analysis of the other

In reporting on the Post 


Office budget, the H o u s e 
committee, which is headed 


by another Virginian, Rep. 
J. Vaughan Gary of Rich- 
mond, agreed with Day that 
there would be 2.4 billion 
more pieces of mail to de- 
liver next year (this is more 
mail than is handled in Bel- 
gium in a whole year), and 
commended the department 
for its efficiency. But simul- 
taneously he cut the budget 
so badly that it will be nec- 
essary for the Post Office to 
hire 8,000 fewer people in 
the fiscal year 1964 than it 
will have at the end of 1963. 


In presenting his budget, 


Diiy had already figured on 
an ctjicicncy gain of 1.24 
percent, which represents a 
savings of 7,000 man years, 
but despite (lie fact that both 
the committee and the Post 
Office agrees there will be 
more mail, the committee 
decided Day could gel by 
with even fewer people.

Italy's Elections 


Italy's pro-Western P r i m e Minister 


Fanfani emerged from the recent elections 
with his Christian Democrat party exper- 
iencing the paradox of poling ils largest 
popular vole, winning more seats (260) in 
parliament 
than any other 
parly, 
but 


emerging weaker than formerly. 


The problem is that Fanfani has only 


40 per cent of the deputies behind him and 
the communists, picking up 26 additional 
seats, compose an influential 
minority. 


They can demand stiff terms in giving 
him his majority or force him to seek re- 
fuge in (he parly of the far right. The lat- 
ter is hostile to his liberal program and 
would restrain it to a point possibly of his 
eviction as a compromise leader. 


Fanfani's tenuous position is being 


closely watched in western capitals, sens- 
ing Italy's position m Hie Common Market, 
NATO and the Western Alliance may be at 


stake. That is a worrisome prospect, to be 
sure, but, as yet, there is not enough solid- 
ity to it. Kaly is and has been the Euro- 
pean nation with the highest proportion of 
communists. They have been under test 
time after time since 1945. Yet Italy has 
mada an outstanding record as a stalwart 
member of the Western family, a willing 
cooperator in NATO and a prize winner in 
its own rehabilitation. 


Fanfani's recent compromise with the 


Reds resulted in acceptable liberal reforms 
without surrender. Under those reforms It- 
aly has reached a new peak of prosper- 
ity and enhanced its influence abroad. 


The communist minority may achieve 


a political coup to the embarrassment of 
the Fanfani government, but in a test of 
national strength it is still far from a posi- 
tion of decisive power. The situation calls 
for faith. Italy's record supports lhat.

The Lure Of 
I’o litics 


There has hardly been an end lately 
to po litical happening s o r thing s t h a t 
cause po litical speculatio n. Latest dev elo p­ 
ment is the mo v e in residence fo r fo rmer 
Vice President Richard M. Nix o n fro m 
Califo rnia to New Yo rk to take up prac­ 
tice with an east co ast law firm. Immedi­ 
ately , the questio n was raised as to the 
po litical sipificance o f the act. 
Following his defeat last year in Cali­ 
fornia by Gov. F’at Brown, Nixon said he 
was throu gh with the 
political wars bu t few 
people 
actu ally 
be­ 
lieved him. All the av­ 
erage politician needs 
to get him back in the war is a reasonable 
expectation of victory and this is qu ite 
easy to come by. It is dou btfu l that they 
ever lose the yen for pu blic office. Bu t it 
is not qu ite clear ju st how the move to 
New York wou ld help Nixon. 
One thing whieh makes po litics v ery 
uncertain in the West is the presence o f 
stro ng rig ht wing elements o f the Repub­ 
lican party . .Actually , this rig ht w i n g 
sho uld be a party o f its o wn as it do esn’t 
represent the GOP in true fashio n but it 
needs an area o f o peratio n and it is clo ser 
to the GOP than to the Demo crats. 
That the rig ht wing is a wo rriso me 
thing in the West was attested to hv Sen. 
Tho mas H. Kiiehel o f Califo rnia when he 
to o k the flo o r o f the Senate to deno unce 
“ self-sty led patrio tic g ro ups” who he said 
are terrify ing tho usands o f Americans with 
‘•unadulterated v eno m.” ho ax es and lies. 
Co ming as it did fro m a leading Repub­ 
lican. the warning was all the mo re sig ­ 
nificant. 


The American people are at times in- 
ciined to be gu llible and at other times 
are inclined toward apathv. 
When one 
grou p goes one way and another the other 
way, the combination can be most danger­ 
ou s. When large nu mbers of people swal­ 
low a long talc of falsehoods and large 
nu mbers of people pay no attention to the 
m atter, anything cou ld happen. .And this 
IS what is happening in regard to the 
right wing movement in this 
c ou n t r y. 
Those who believe in it, even at its ex­ 
treme, are militantly pu rsu ing their cou rse 
of hate, slander and fear. They pick u p 
ju st enou gh fact or tru th to give credi­ 
bility to their i>osition and then proceed 


to twist it to their own advantage. 
They can and do pro sper when the 
rest o f the peo ple fail to pay any attentio n 
to them, fail to act in a co nstructiv e and 
intellig ent way to co unteract the deceit 
and pro pag anda that these rig ht w i n g 
g ro ups liv e o n. The first and mo st Im­ 
po rtant thing fo r the .American peo ple to 
do in the face o f such mo v ements as 
Senato r Kiichel spo ke o f is to be well in­ 
fo rmed themselv es and to g iv e careful 
tho ug ht lo their o wn po sitio ns. 
I'he ulti­ 
mate purpo se o f these mo v ements i.s no t 
clear but their success co uld end o nly 
with co mplete destructio n o f the free kind 
o f g o v ernment and so ciety that wc no w 
enjo y . 


What they generally preach is so ri­ 
dicu lou s that to believe it, one wou ld have 
to qu estion the loyalty and convictions of 
hu ndreds and perhaps thou sands of men 
who are now providing leadership for this 
nation. The issu e is not a partisan one 
in any way. As Senator Ku chel pointed 
ou t, former President Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower and the late Secretary of State 
John Foster Du lles are centers of attack 
for these movements. 
The far rig ht wing wo uld do away 
with practically ev ery part o f o ur fo reig n 
relatio ns and defense pro g rams as they 
are kno wn to day . In the place o f freedo m, 
they wo uld substitute rule by a selected 
few because they believ e that they alo ne 
hav e the answers lo the pro blems we face 
to day . 
Those who arc inclined lo follow this 
extreme political path might consider that 
if it is correct, then 
all that t h i s nation 
stands for is in error. 
It wou ld be a little 
like hoarding 
you 
r 
money in the conviction that the govern­ 
ment were going bankru pt. If you r fears 
are well fou nded in this case, they au to­ 
matically make you r intended solu tion of 
no valu e whatsoever. 
If .N'ixon has any desire to leave the 
area of right wing strength, it is encou r­ 
aging as it wou ld indicate his lack of 
faith in its possible su ccess as well as 
the need to fight it. And if the former 
vice president still has any {xjlitical am ­ 
bitions. this cou ld be most important as 
he may yet prove to be the best voter- 
getter the GOP cou ld advance in 19 64.

Mayor D. L. Tyrrell, ru nning for a re­ 
peat term on the cou ncil, has also been 
a constru ctive and valu ed influ ence u pon 
city affairs.

Lim itations Of 


Office Slow JFK

The .American frontier has vanished 
within the liietime of people still living. 
The date u su ally given is 189 0. when the 
director of the censu s annou nced to an u n­ 
interested nation that the prevalence of set­ 
tlement in the West meant that for all in­ 
tents and pu rposes the frontier was no 
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more. Homesteading went on at a great 
rate, however, in the two decades after 
this annou ncement, and the frame of mind 
indu ced by the tradition of vast 
space 
awaiting westward movement is still with 
u s: wc make pigsties of ou r cities 
and 
move ou tward to the su bu rbs as ou r great- 
grandparents wore ou t the soil and took u p 
another section. 
The same habit of mind is also evi­ 
dent in the opposition to taking u p land 
for parks. Land is to be u sed, and when 
it has been u sed there is plenty more, and 
plenty of time to get arou nd to bu ying it 
for pu blic u se. We have seen this thinking 
operate on proposals to set aside park land 
in ou r crowded East. It is easy to see how 
mu ch stronger it mu st be on what was 
not so long ago the frontier. 
This helps explain the obstacles before 
the wilderness bill, now throu gh the Senate 
bu t facing continu ed opposition in 
t h e 
Hou se, Farm ers, miners, lu mber compan­ 
ies recoil in horror from the idea of “ lock­ 
ing u p” u nexploited land for coming gen­ 
erations. Yet if it is not safegu arded now 
ou r children may never see an u ncu t for­ 
est. an u nqu arried mou ntain, an u npollu ted 
stream, an area whose ecology is u ndis­ 
tu rbed by man. The 37 primitive 
areas 
covered by the present bill inclu de mu ch 
of that once bottomless reservoir oi pu blic 
lands on which we have for so lone Irawn. 
They are all that is left of the real fron­ 
tier. 


WASHINGTON - A nu m ­ 
ber of developments 
t h i s 
year su ggest that President 
Kennedy’s view of the presi­ 
dency is u ndergoing radical 
change u nder the pressu res 
of that difficu lt office. 
If there was one bedrock 
conviction 
that 
John 
F 
Kennedy brou ght to his 19 60 
drive, it was his advocacy 
of a strong presidency. 
In recent months, by deed 
and word, the President has 
revealed an historic retreat 
in his personal thinking on 
the powers and reach of the 
White Hou se. On several oc­ 
casions 
he 
has 
pu blicly 
dwelt on the limits of the 
presidency, 
as 
did 
Presi­ 
dents Eisenhower and Hoov­ 
er, rather than on the op­ 
portu nities and reserve au ­ 
thority of the office su ch as 
stirred Presidents Theodore 
and Franklin Roosevelt, Wil­ 
son and Tru man. 


The sharpest insight into 
the private Kennedy mu sings 
on this su bject came in his 
explanations for refu sing to 
cu t off federal aid to -Mis­ 
sissippi despite that state’s 
massive resistance to feder­ 
al law. Perhaps a political 
retreat was advisable, bu t 
the administration 
s t a n d 
cou ld have been placed sim­ 
ply on the grou nd that those 
most in need of federal as­ 
sistance wou ld 
have 
been 
the ones hardest hit by the 
civil rights commission pro­ 
posal. 
Instead the President ru­ 
minated o n the limitatio ns o f 
his o ffice bo th befo re the ed­ 
ito r’s 
co nv entio n 
and 
his 
press 
co nference. 
At 
mo ­ 
ments he so unded iike the 
strictest 
co nstructio nist 
o f 
any Demo cratic c h i e f ex ­ 
ecutiv e since (iro v er Clev e­ 
land. 


Prospcctively, 
t h e s e re­ 
m arks cou ld liau nt him and 
his su ccessors. 
They 
a r e 
bou nd also to encou rage the 
anti-federalists more 
t h a n 
has any 
other 
responsible 
sou rce in recent decades. 
H 0 w 
rapidly 
Kennedy’s 
thinking has evolved toward 
a limited presidency is shown 
by the fact that barely a 
year ago he pu lled ou t all 
the stops against a big steel 
price increase. 
Washington 
wags are su ggesting 
t h a t 
soon the President will be 
obliged to find 
at least 
a 
third of his own execu tive 
orders u nconstitu tional. 


Certainly the Kennedy leg­ 
islative program this year is 
as modest as the President’s 
developing view of his office. 
The effort being 
made in 
Congress in behalf of even 
that half load is likewise cir­ 
cu mspect. 
Where stro ng presidents o f 
the past hav e g o ne to the 
co untry to challeng e public 
a n d co ng ressio nal apathy , 
this o ne seems

activist politician of 19 57-60 
w h 0 became the positivist 
president of 19 61 has twice 
recently su bscribed to t h e 
fatalistic ebb-aiid-flow theory 
of his office.
